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EEPOET. 


The  King's  Norton  Boarding-Out  Committee,  certified  on  March  25th 
1871  for  the  purpose  of  placing  pauper  children  from  Birmingham  Work- 
house beyond  the  Kmits  of  Birmingham  Parish,  had,  at  that  time,  3 
Boarded-Out  children  under  its  care  placed  in  the  years  1868  and  1869  on 
out-relief  supplemented  by  payments  from  the  funds  of  the  Committee  ;  and 
1 1  children,  whose  whole  cost  was  defrayed  by  the  Guardians  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Poor  Law  Order  of  November,  1870,  B.O,  in  November  and 
December,  1870,  and  in  January  and  March,  1871.  The  whole  number  of 
children  chargeable  to  the  rates  who  have  been  placed  under  the  care  of  the 
Committee  from  May,  1868,  to  May,  1888,  (when  the  Committee  ceased  to 
receive  fresh  pauper  children)  is  464.  Besides  these  the  Committee  has  had 
charge,  for  various  periods,  of  about  20  non-pauper  children,  of  whom  one, 
placed  under  the  Committee  when  about  22  months  old,  is  enumerated  in  the 
following  Report. 

The  Committee  has  not  found  it  necessary  to  formulate  a  system  in  order 
to  keep  itself  in  communication  with  the  boys  and  girls  who,  having  been  in 
childhood  under  its  charge,  are  now  earning  their  own  living.  The  connection 
with  them  is  kept  up  in  various  ways,  1st,  by  the  personal  interest  taken 
by  the  lady-visitor  in  the  girl  or  boy  for  whose  welfare  she  has  been 
responsible  ;  2nd,  by  the  friendly  relations  kept  up  between  child  and  foster- 
parents,  with  whom  he  often  continues  to  reside,  and  also  between  member 
of  Committee  and  foster-parents  after  the  official  connection  has  ceased  ;  and, 
las<-ly,  by  the  conviction  which  the  children  themselves  entertain  that  if  they 
are  in  need  of  help  they  will  be  sure  to  receive  it  from  the  Committee. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  a  glance  at  the  column  containing  the  particulars  of 
the  cases,  what  a  very  difficult  task  a  B.O.  Committee  undertakes  when 
receiving  children  into  its  care  suffering  under  the  terrible  disadvantages  of 
inherited  disease  mental  and  physical,  of  mental  incapacity,  of  being  members 
of  families  belonging  to  the  criminal  or  vicious  classes,  and  by  being  often 
imbued  with  tmowledge  which  is  revolting  and  contaminating  to  the 
last  degree. 

The  Committee  has  included  in  the  Eeport  all  boys  and  girls 
who  remained  on  its  list  until  they  began  to  earn  their  own  livelihood. 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  above  specified,  the  King's  Norton 
Boarding-Out  Committee  has  the  satisfaction  of  presenting  statistics  which 
show  : — (1st)  that  out  of  209  persons,  (82  boys,  127  girls)  who,  during  a 
period  of  nearly  sixteen  years  have  begun  to  earn  their  living,  it  is  still  in 
recent  communication,  or  has  retained  communication  until  the  boy  or  girl 
has  reached  the  age  of  20,^  with  173  of  that  number,  (of  whom  129  are 
above  16  years  of  age)  notwithstanding  that  many  have  left  England  with 
their  regiments  or  by  emigrating  ;  and  that  only  23  have  passed  out  of  sight

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wMle  under  the  age  of  16 — the  period  up  to  which  the  boys  and  girls  leaving 
the  Pauper  Schools  may  be  reported  upon  by  the  Poor  Law  Officr ;  (2nd) 
that  so  large  a  proportion  as  80  per  cent  have  never  caused  the  Committee 
any  anxiety  as  to  their  conduct;  while  15  per  cent  whom  we  designate  as 
"  doubtful "  or  troublesome,"  are  now  mostly  improved  and  behaving  well ; 
and  that  8  individuals  only  (or  less  than  5  per  cent)  can  be  called  un- 
satisfactory," of  whom  2  are  reclaimed  and  1  is  dead;  2  others  of  this  class 
were  deeply  tainted  with  hereditary  insanity,  and  gave  the  Committee  great 
anxiety  on  this  account  while  B.O. 

The  average  expenditure  during  the  whole  of  the  time  per  head  per 
annum  has  been  barely  £11.  To  produce  such  results  from  such  material 
proves  that  some  very  powerful  agency  must  have  been  at  work. 

We  need  not  look  far  for  that  agency  and  the  source  of  its  power.  We, 
in  following  the  natural  order  of  training  by  the  wholesome  influences  of 
family  life,  are  employing  God's  own  ordinances  for  the  benefit  of  His 
children  !

In  business  for  himself  in  Birmingham, 
constantly  communicating  with  foster- 
parents.  At  eleven  years  old  the  Guardians 
objected  that  he  was  being  made  a  drudge 
in  helping  his  foster-father  by  cleaning 
his  cart  and  pony,  and  refused  to  continue 
payment.  His  foster-father  would  not 
part  with  him,  and  had,  consequently,  to 
support  him  until  able  to  maintain  himself. 

Has  emigrated  to  Canada,  says  in  his 
letters  to  his  foster-parents  that  he  is 
prosperous. 

Dead.  He  was  a  soldier  and  died  at 
Letterkenny  on  his  way  to  hospital.  He 
was  buried  with  military  honours,  the 
shops  being  closed  and  blinds  drawn  as  a 
token  of  respect  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the  little  town.  He  was  always  satis- 
factory in  conduct. 

Was  apprenticed  to  a  felt  hat  maker 
at  Atherstone  by  whom  he  is  still  em- 
ployed. Is  married,  and  he  and  his  wife 
live  with  his  foster-mother. 

Apprenticed  to  foster-parent,  but  ran 
away  to  brothers  in  America.  Since  then 
behaved  well.  Married. 

Doing  well  in  service  as  gentleman's 
gardener. 

He  became  a  soldier,  and  when  visiting 
at  home  brought  presents  for  all  his 
relatives,  his  own  brother  and  sister,  and 
his  own  and  their  foster  parents.  He  is 
now  (Oct.  1889)  at  Cyprus. 

Troublesome  at  first,  being  influenced 
by  a  most  worthless  father,  received  again 
and  again  by  his  foster  parent,  and 
occupation  found  for  him.  Enlisted,  and 
is  now  Serjeant  in  his  regiment. 

At  Fermoy  with  his  regiment;  now 
satisfactory.  J.  J.  is  a  R.C.  Soon  after 
he  was  Boarded- Out  an  old  lady  gave  him 
sixpence  close  to  the  5th  of  Nov.  He 
spent  a  penny  of  it  in  gunpowder,  and  to 
do  her  honour  fired  a  train  on  her  door- 
step, a  policeman  seized  hold  of  him,  but 
he  was  let  off  with  nothing  worse  than  a 
shaking,  besides  being  told  on  appearing 
at  School  next  morning,  that  he  had 
"  insulted  the  Pope  ! "

Had  been  at  factory  work  and  was  well 
conducted,  was  going  into  service  through 
Free  Registry. 

Was  wayward  at  first  and  gave  us  all 
anxiety.  Mother  committed  suicide  in 
lunatic  ward  of  Workhouse.  Emigrated 
to  Quesnsland,  married  there,  and  wrote 
that  she  was  happy. 

Satisfactory  till  lost  sight  of  at  21. 
Since  then  rumours  that  she  has  been 
found  and  corrupted  by  convict  relatives. 

Bom  in  Lunatic  Asylum.  At  6  years 
old  as  she  seemed  to  be  tainted  with 
insanity  ;  she  "vas  medically  examined, 
and  the  opinion  given  was  that  the 
Boarded-Out  life  would  give  her  the  best 
chance  for  the  future.  At  11  she  gained 
a  Queen's  Scholarship  which  freed  her 
from  all  payment  of  fees,  but  lost  it 
before  quitting  school  at  13  because  she 
failed  to  parse  correctly  a  passage  in 
Samson  Agonistes !  At  15  she  had  the 
misfortune  to  lose  both  her  foster-parents 
by  death.  Her  wayward  disposition  and 
violent  temper  prevented  her  being  in- 
fluenced by  herfoster-sister,  and  prevented 
also  her  obtaining  good  situations.  She 
has  had  certainly  one  illegitimate  child, 
probably  two. 

Was  working  at  a  factory. 

Ib  reported  to  be  married  and  living  in 
the  country 

Had  to  be  returned  to  the  Workhouse 
being  afflicted  with  constitutional  disease, 
and  obviously  imbecile.  She  died  there 
after  6  years  illness,  from  consumption. 

At  first  was  troublesome  ,but  chiefly  on 
account  of  dullness  of  intellect.  Born 
in  the  Workhouse  and  lived  there  until 
Boarded-Ont  at  7  years  old,  could  not 
then  walk  a  mile.  Was  in  service  7  years 
with  three  different  mistresses  related  to 
each  other,  and  was  married  from  her 
master's  house.
